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Apropos of the mild punishment meted out to 
soldiers of our Army who strike non-commissioned 
officers we note the recent case of a Freuch soldier 
who, for striking his corporal, was dismissed with 
ignominy and sent to confinement at hard labor for 
ten years. 


THE retirerent on Nov. 17 of Colonel Glover 
Perin, assistant surgeon general, U. 8. Army, will 
bring abou‘ another controversy over promotions in 
the Medical Department. Surgeons McParlin and 
Page have already applied for the coming vacancy, 
each quoting precedents to show that he is entitied 
to the promotion. The War Department has not 
indicated as yet what action it will take in the mat- 
ter. 














Our artillery officers in New York Harbor. are 
just now busily occupied with target practice, maps, 
shot records and all sorts of ‘‘boards” upon all 
sorts of devices by which it is sought to pad and paint 
our antiquated material into something like youth- 
ful bloom and beauty. The air of New York bay is 
full of every obsolete missile of the last forty years, 
but making as much noise as though they were all 
new born Krupps, and the civilian mind 
reposes contentedly in the proud consciousness that 
we are a great people. 








CLosE application to the preparation of tbeir an- 
nual reports has caused Secretary Endicott and 
Adjutant General Drum to further postpone their 
contemplated trip to Fort Leavenworth Military 
Prison. They have not set a day for their departure 
but hope to get off within the next week. Lieuten- 
ant-General Sheridan, since returning from his re- 
cent western tour, has been engaged upon his an- 
nual report, most of the data for which was pre- 
pared before his departure. It will be ready for 
submission fo ‘the Secretary of War within a few 
days. 








Tue U. 8S. Court of Claims convened for the au- 
tumn term Oct. 831. Among the Army cases that 
will come up for bearing at an early date are those 
of Surg. J. S. Billings, Medical Dept.; Maj. Wm. 
Smith, Pay Dept., and Capt. Geo. M. Wheeler, Eng. 
Corps. Ia these cases are involved acontroversy of 
law between the Secretary of War and Second Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, growing out of disallow- 
ances made in their accounts. A decision in these 
cases, which were referred to the court, under Sec. 
1068, R. S., by Secretary Endicott, will furnish a 
Precedent for the future action of the War Depart- 
ment, and for that reason early action is hoped for. 








AT tbe recent meeting of the Institution of Mo- 
chanical Engineers at Edinburgh a lecture on the 
forms of waves was delivered by Sir Wm. Thomson, 
F. R. S., who has more thoroughly investigated 
this subject than any one else. In the course ot his 
remarks he explained that one accustomed to study 
thé forms of waves could learn by the appearance 
of its waves at what speed a ship was going. Re- 
eently at the departure of the fleet from Spithead, 
after the great naval review, he had seen a ship 
Which was said to be movingat the rate of 18 knots, 
but be wae able, from the waves, to know that it 
Was not moving at more than 12 knots. The old 
query, “‘What are the wild waves saying?” may be 





answered in this case to the effect that the ‘wild 


waves” are saying that the crack ships of the Brit- 
ish Navy have only ahout two-thirds the speed 
claimed for them. A censorship should be estab- 
lished for the revision of scientific lectures like that 
of Sir William, if the English don't wish to have 
these delusions dispelled. 








THe Army 8-inch steel breech-loading rifle has 
been subjected toa number of firings lately, the 
96th round having been reached. Although good 
results were obtained they did not surpass those 
recorded during the first firings. Some difficulty 
is experienced in getting the proper grade of slow 
burning powder. Several thousand pounds were 
recently furnighed by the Dupont Works of a grade 
similar to that whieh gave the low pressure and ex- 
cellent velocity during the early trials, but when it 
came to using it, it was found to be much more rapid 
burning than the first lot furnished. Experiments 
will be continued until something as good, if not 
better, than the original lot can be obtained. 








MAJOR-GENERAL SCHOFIELD has never been satis- 
fied with the General Order issued from the War 
Department in 1885 limiting the tour of duty of 
aides-de-camp to four years, and now thatthe order 
is about to operate in a case (Captain Sanger’s) in 
which he is personally interested, he has officially 
entered a protest against it. In a communication 
recently received at the Adjutant-General's Office 
he submits, for the information of the President, 
some strong arguments in favor of the revocation of 
the order. The paper has not yet reached tbe Pre- 
sident and probably will not much before January 
26 nexi, when it will be necessary to decide whether 
Captain Sanger may be detained on General Scho- 
field's staff for a longer period than four years. No 
exception whatever has been made to the order since 
its issue, as will be seen from the following list,

A CORRESPONDENT of the Critic objects to the pre- 
sent method of altering and fitting clothing at mili- 


tary posts, and suggests the following: 
Establish at each post a tailor shop, under contro! of a 
pest treasurer ; run it on the sume principle as the 
akery—self- supporting. Let men be detailed on daily 
in proportion to the numbcr of enlisted men at the post, - 
one tailor to fifty men. Pay them extra duty pay at the 
rate of 35 cents per day. Appoint a master tailor at 50 cents 
per day, who will be held recponainle that the work is done 
well and ge the post council of Say 
to fix a price barging only sufficient to be A labor 
employed od The cost of findings; no part o proceeds 
on any account to be appropriated to the post or regimental 
fund. This scheme invoives no expense to the Government. 


Par. 175, Army Regulations, 1881, was designed 
to prevent extortion in this respect, but apparently 
it is not as generally observed as it might be. It 
prescribes that ‘* Company commanders will fix the 
rates at which work shall be done and cause to be 
deducted and applied out of the pay of the soldier 
not exceeding twenty-five cents for each coat and 
eight cents for each vest, pair of overalls or 
trousers.” It might be well to consider whether 
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there is not room for improvement in the present 
system of issuing clothing to the Army, which is an 
expensive one. A system might be devised whereby 
a fixed issue of clothing would be made annually to 
each soldier and the issue so arranged beforehand 
that when it gets to the man it will be a good fit 
and require but little alteration. Thiscould be pro- 
vided for by the establishment of a tailor’s shop at 
each regimental headquarters, the appointment of a 
regimental master tailor with suitable pay and 
allowances, the detail to that shop of a suitable 
number of enlisted tailors and then let the clothing 
go to this shop from the general depot, there be 
altered from the master tailor’s data, obtained by 
a personal visit to each company in ample time 
before the date of the annual issue, and then go to 
the respective companies duly marked with the 
initials of each soldivr for whom it is intended. 
This is a mere outline of a system which has often 
suggested itself to us. 





Broad Arrow takes note of a tendency in the 
British Service to an assimilation of the Marine and 
the Naval officer. One evidence of this is the pro- 
position to abandon harbor ships and to lodge the 
seamen ashore. This is an indication of the substitu- 
tion of organization and precision of system for that 
looseness of promotion which, having been associ- 
ated with that period of England's greatest glory 
and renown as a naval power, have come to be re- 
garded as the cause of that glory. We have clung, 
vays our contemporary, to the idea of a naval navy 
when the substance of a military navy has been 
forming itself in spite of our efforts ; but this key- 
stone once placed, we are conscious that we shall 
part with the idea forever. When the navy first be- 
gan to take its place as a regular force, it was com- 
posed of two branches, those who fought the ship, 
and those who managed her propulsion ; and the 
introduction of a proportion of soldiers as a definite 
part of every ship’s company was concession to an 
old practice, not the introduction of a new one. The 
soldierizing of the bluejacket up to a certain point 
has been the work of our own time, and it has gone 
on concurrently with loss of control over propulsive 
power. Turned a little edgeways, the picture of one 
of Charles the Second's ships, with the master and 
his crew, and thesoldier captain, soldier lieutenants, 
and troops, is not altogether unlike that of ‘the 
modern ironclad with her chief engineer and his 
engine room staff; and the instructed captains, 
lieutenants and seamen gunners. With the rapid 
disappearance of the old work of the seamen, the 
differences between the education of the red and 
the blue becomes minimized, and when the barrack 
and the barrack system supervenes, the dress may 
become the main difference. A single word which 
will denote a sea faring man in the service of the 
State is accordingly called for by our contemporary, 
one that will correspond with ‘‘soldier.” A ‘‘sol- 
dier” is a land-figh:ing man in the service of the 
State. A “seaman,” a ‘“‘sailor,” and a ‘ blue- 
jacket” need not necessarily be fighting men at all. 
The word ‘‘ soldier” derives its origin from the 
piece of money, ‘‘ solidus,” which originally repre- 
sented his pay.

RECENT DEATHS. 


REAR-ADMIRAL J. W. A. NICHOLSON, U. 38. N.. re- 
tired, died Oct. 28, at his late residence, 153 W. 47th 
st. He had been in feeble health for some time, suf- 
fering from a complication of diseases, one of which 
was contracted on the African coast many years 
ago. Until his retirement after torty years of active 
and efficient service, our Navy for more than a hun- 
dred years had not been without one or more mem- 
bers of this family on its rolls, Admiral Nicholson 
was born March 10, 1821, entered the Navy as mid- 
shipman in 1838; Lieutenant, 1852; Commander, 1862; 
Captain, 1866; Commodore, 1873, and Admiral, 1881. 
As midshipman and lieutenant he served in all the 
stations in the four quarters of the globe. From 
1858 to 1855 he was lieut. on sloop-of-war Vandalia 
on the Japanese Expedition under Commo. Perry 
was stationed on shore severul months with a guard 
at Shanghai to protect the foreign settlement during 
the Chinese Rebellion. From 1857 to 1860 he was on 
duty on the African coast for the suppress f 
slave trade. 1n 1861 he volunteered ee be aoe of the 
party to relieve Sumter and arrived off Charleston 
bar in time to see the interior in flamesand the white 
flag hoisted. Early in 1861 he became Executive of 
the Pocahontas, engaged with rebel battenes on 
Aquia Creek and the Potomae river and aided in 
the protection of Washington. His first command 
was the Isaac Smith in_ the Dupont Port Royal Ex- 

ition. He rendered important service at Fort 
ulaski, Fernandina, St. Mary's and Jacksonville. 
io the spring of 1862 was ned the command of 
st. Augustine; after tur ping t over to the army of 
occupation he went to St. John’s River, and while 
there was attacked by rebel infantry and defeated 
them with cunsiderable loss to the éuemy. Jn 1862 
was in cnepgomens with Confederate flotilla on tze 
Savannah River. [n 1864 was in the West Blockading 
pag eter — = wnat and commanded 
® Monitor Man man ti - 
tle of Motul. pu participated in the bat 
dmira icbolson had duty on the Paci 
Station witnessing the bombardment of Valparains 
by alarge Spanish fleet. In 1876 he was given the 
cormamand of the New York Navy-yard, which be 
administered most efficiently, makinc many im- 
ortant improvements. On Oct. 10, 1881, he sailed 
rom New York on the Lancaster to take command 
of the Europea Station. When Secretary Chandler 
telegraphed to Admiral Nicholson to send a vessel 
to Alexandria he at once received an answer that 
two vessels were thev on their way to that city, he 
baving despatched them at once on bearing hostili- 
ties were probable. He arrived at Alexandria on 
June 27 and anchored in the barbor. He received 
130 refugees on board and at the earnest request of 
the Kbedive lent aid in preserving order and in ex- 
ishing the fires. He landed 100 marines, guarded 
the Consulate, aided in eacnthing the fires, bury- 
ing the dead lying about the city, yy weed ee 
the Consulate and rege tpg wiral Nicho 
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and handed over the European Squadron to Admiral 
Baldwin. He returned home utterly broken m 
— Asa phn seaman, Adziral Mic 

u was unsu by any officer in e 
Navy. He was a strict dfectplinarian, but more 
exacting with himself than with others, always 
complying with every order without demur. His 


‘courage was proverbial, but he never allowed it to 


outrun his judgment. His patriotism and ardent 
devotion to his country and its flag amounted toa 
sion, and was conspicuously proven in the late 

vil War. He was of a sincere, reticent, noble, and 
most humane nature—on the one side as tender and 
affectionate as on the other it was strong and brave. 
Firm and uvswerving in command, he never 
tostudy the physical and moral well-being of the 
sailor. By those who had the most intimate rela- 
tions with him he was not less beloved for his vir- 
tues, than for his sterner gifts honored and admired. 
He has received thanks and acknowledgments from 
different continental sovereigns for his humanity to 
their subjects. 

The funerul services were held on Monday at the 
house, after which the remains were taken to the 
Grand Central Depot, thence by special train to 
Woodlawn, where they were buried. The pall- 
bearers were General Sherman, Rear-Admiral Gher- 
ardi, Colonel di Cesnola, Major-General Schofield, 
Whitelaw Reid, Pay Inspector Stevens, Robert 
Stuyvesant, General James Grant Wilson, Levi P.

C. He 
is a brother of Capt. W. H. Arthur, Asst. Surgeon, 
U. 8S. A., stationed at Fort Niagara, N. Y. The doc- 
tor had considerable reputation as a scientific man, 
and was a patient experimenter. His researches in 
ventilation of ships contributed much towards sol- 
ving that great problem. He possessed knowledge 
of several languages, iucluding German and Span- 
ish. Dr. Arthur was born Aug. 24, 1852. He ieaves 
a mother and sister residing in Philadelphia. He 
was a great favorite in the Navy, and in society he 
was a man without a vice, an enthusiastic doctor, 
and a great lover of music, spending many leisure 
hours playing classic music on his violin. 


CapTaIn JoHN PURCELL, who died in New Or- 
leans Oct. 23, aged 72, wasa native of Ireland, but 
settled in New Orleans in 1835. When the Mexican 
War broke out be marched as captain of a company 
in the 6th Louisiana.

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PERSONNEL OF THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


PzrmitT me to submit a plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the personnel of the Navy. Nothing is of 
more Vital importance to the Service at present, in 
order to meet the demands of the new ships, now 
being completed. The people of the United States 
have demanded anew Navy; the Government has 
shown the urgent necessit. for oue; Congress bas 
generously responded; and the work, under the di- 
rectious of our able Secretary, is pro ng most 
favorably. 

But the personpel is still on the same footing 
where legisiation put it years ago. Even then, as 
applied to the old Navy, it was most inadequate; for 
Congressmen were hampered by the sectional strife 
going on between the different corps of the Navy, and 
the consequent lobbying by the representatives of 
all parties. The result was most unsatisfactory, even 
at that time ; and it will be still more so, in fact. en- 
tirely inadequate to the demands of the new Navy. 
Asfaras my ability permitted, I have carefully look- 
ed into this important subject. The many aryzuments 
advanced by the several co bave been carefully 
considered ; reporta from different Secretaries read; 
the letter on reorganization by Comdr. MoCalla util- 
ized; and the extracts from the coming reports of 
Admiral Porter and the Surgeon General duly 
weighed. | firmly believe, tbat if the plan I venture 
to propose should be carried out, it would remedy 
a great evil and thereby becomea great benefit. The 
good of the Service bas been the first and ——- 
consideration, and justice to all branches carefully 
studied. 

As the orgauization now stands, it presents many 
incongruities, both as to relative positions and rela- 
tive salaries. The question of rank is most imper- 
fectly established. It is an “> | matter to pick 
out three officers, one from the line, one from the 
staff, and one marine, of whom it would be impossi- 
ble to say which is the ranking and which the junior 
officer. in the staff corps, an odicer may attain a 
certain grade and at once rank an officer of another 
corps of the staff, who has had that grade several 
years. These are only two examples: of many cases. 

The commandant of a station, or the commandin 
officer of a vessel, should always bave a higher rank 
and receive u larger salary than those under his 
command. This is not the case now. On the other 
hand, po injustice should be done to the officers of 
the Staff Corps. As they van sever attain the high 
rank nor receive the large salary that officers of the 
line bave within their field of hope, their promotion 
should be quicker, and their salaries adjusted in 
such a manner, that, as far as possible, the whole 
compensation received by an offiver during the 
time of his active service, from entry uutil retire 
ment at the age of 62, be the same; no matter what 
compe he may be in. 

at some officers should occupy comfortable 
quarters furnished by the Government, whils others, 
who have not the rank to receive a house, because 
there are not enough to go around, are compelled to 
rent rooms out of their smaller pay, is unjust. Sal- 
aries were proportioned according vo rank aod ser- 
vices rendered. To be furnisbed with quarters 
which others have to pay for is an additional com- 
pensation uever intended by law. Commutation for 
So oe not furnished is the best remedy for this. 
he Surgeon-General of the Navy, in his coming re- 
port, has taken the initiative for the ge step; 
but he does not go far enough when be only recom- 
mends that it should be applied to assistant surgeons. 

The most just and simplest way would be to pt 
the Navy on the same footing asthe Army. A biil 
giving them the same pay and allowances would 
give general satisfaction. Congress never intended 
to discriminate in favor of either. One branch of 
the Service is as competent and as zealous as the 
other. Let Congress put them on the same footing, 
and there can be no question of advantage. This 1s 
not askiog for more than mere equality, and would 
obviate many evils now existing in the Navy which 
do not appear in the Army. 

It has been argued by some Army and Marine 
officers that the Navy pay is better than that of the 
Army, If that is so, the Government will lose no- 
thing by passing such a bill. The old idea that an 
officer should receive more at sea than on shore duty 
is not supported now. An officer’s expenses on 
shore, whether martiied or single, are more than at 
sea. To give more pay st sea as an incentive to 
officers would be an acknowledgment of weakness 
yd part of the Department, to have its orders en- 

‘o > 

The present block to promotion is another thing 
that must be remedied. It deprives younger officers 
of all their ambition, zeal, and love for the Service. 
The law suggested by Admiral Porter, to allow offi- 
cers to retire after 3v years’ faithful and honorable 
service, would bea great move. Iam im favor of 
also retiring officers, in certain grades, who are not 
promoted at a fixed age for each grade. But this 
would make the retired list so mach larger, that 
there is little hope of having such a law passea; yet 
it should be borne in mind that this very retired 
list, fullof capable and able officers, would be a 
grand reserve in case of need.

THE DISTRICT OF NEW MEXICO. 


Tue Kansas City Times says: ** Gen. B. H. Grier- 
son, commanding the district of New Mexico, in his 
annual report recommends the abandonment of 
Forts Bliss and Hancock, Texas. Bliss and Hancock 
are bothin the Department of Texas, commanded 
by Gen. Stanley, who only recently visited Fort 
Bliss in person, and after a careful considerution 
recommended that Bliss be removed from its pres 
ent site. a new location obtained, and a twelve com- 
pany post be established.

PITTSBURG TO BE THE GREAT STEELCENTRE 


SPEAKING of the award of ordnance to the Pitts- 
burg Steel Casting Company by the Navy Depart- 
ment, a Pittsburg despatch says: **The bid of this 
company was $2,000 rgan less than any other, and 
the only other bid 1 to comply with the condi- 
tions imposed. If this company succeeds in its 
effort, and is able to turn out steel guns fulfilling all 
the conditions imposed, at the proposed rate of 
$3,300 apiece, it will be a great achievement. This 
price is only a fraction of what it costs to produce 
the same article in England, or on the Continent, 
and itis hardly to be supposed that European na- 
tions will continue to pay $15,000 or $20,000 apiece for 
their canuon when they can get them here for less 
than $4,000. The cheapnese with which fine steel can 
be produced here 1s ‘due mainly, of course, to the 
natural gas, the use of which as fuel has almost re- 
volutionized Pittsburg industries. With a perfect 
fuel, next to nothing, tbe local manufac- 
turers bave a great advantage over those in any

THE WORK OF OUR ARMY ENGINEERS. 


WaSHINGTON, Oct. 41. 


THE annual report of Gen. Duane, Chief of Engineers, to 
the Secretary of War shows that the number of officers in

In aceordance with the instructions of the Secretary of 
War the Board has also submitted preliminary plans for the 
defence of tne more important seaboard harbors. On this 
point it says: “Nv iron armor is estimaced for because more 
extended defences can be obtained by iave*ting the fuads 
in other preparations equally necessary and less costly. 
Such works are mortar batteries and disappearing gun bat- 
teries, lifts and the casemates, shafts and galleries needful to

A SYSTEM OF COAST DEFENCE. 


Tue Naval Board on Coast Defence has nearly completed 
its pages. It has agreed upon a system of defence co 
ing of monitors supported by auxiliary craft, such as rams 
and torpedo boats, and bas found that the $2,000,000 appro- 
priated by Congress for this purpose will be sufficient to es- 

biisn at least oue unit of the system. The monitor Mian- 
tonomoh has been selected as the vessel which will be the 
ceutre of the unit, and she will be accom ied by several 
fleet rams, which in turn will be accompanied and protected 
by speedy torpedo boats and fish torpedoes. If this 
unit should be found to work barmoniously and efficiently, 
the system can be indefinitely extended from year to year, 
without req areat expenditure atone time. Oveim- 
portant point remaining uasettied, however, concerus the 
auxiliary craft. The rams brought before the board are of 
two general c he first clas is a type of heavy ram in- 
tended to crusb in the side ofa ehip by a powerful blow. 
The second class, which meets with more favorable cunsid- 
eration at the bands of the board, includes what is known as 
the Berdan system. These ramsare double ended, have 
ferryboat bows so asto preventthe submarine ram from 
being twisted off when an enemy issitruck at an angle, and 
beiug equipped with propellors at each end are capable of 
turning as ona pivot. They are also uipped with diving 
torpedoes attached to cables so as to swing up and explode 
beneath a vessel's bottom regardless of the net now 
upon as a protection against torpedoes. The board has been 
prevented from making any definite recommendation 
touching this type of ram because of lack of breadth in its 
instructions which relate to rams, but do aot mention torpe- 
does. The matter will therefore have to be held in abey- 
ance until Secretary Whitaey returns. 


BIDS FUR TORPEDO BOATs, 


Brps were opened at the Navy Department Nov. 1 for the 
construction of one first-class torpedo boat, for which an 
appropriation of $100,000 was made by Congress Aug. +e. 
But two bids were received, one from the Vulcan Oo 
Works of Chicago, Ill, in amount $84,800, and the other from 
the Herreshoff Manufacturing Co. of Bristol, R. L., for $82,- 
750. This vessel isto be of the bestand most modern de- 
sign; to be constructed of domestic stee! of not less than 
60,000 pounds per square inch and an elongation iv eight 
inches of not less than 25 per cent., and to have the higuest 
attainable speed. Premiums will be paid at the rate of 
$1,500 for each quarter koot in excess of 23 knvts, and in- 
cluding 24 knots; $2,000 for each quarter knut in excess of 
24 knots. Should the speed fall below 22 knotsa penalty of 
$4,000 will be enacted, aud if below 20 knots the Department 
reserves the right to reject the boat. Tue trial is to consist 
of a continuous ruo of three bours’ duration in smeoth 


water.

Art., 
who was sent to eject trespassers from the Round 
Valley Indian Reservation, 10 California, has been 
enjoined by the local authorities. Maj.-Gen. How- 
ard has, under instructions from the Secretary of 
War, withdrawn the troops from the reservation 
until the question of jurisdiction between the War 
Department and the local authorities has been set- 
ued. The matter has been appealed to a United 
States court. 


Dept. of the Columbia.— Brig. Gen. John Gibbon. 

The withdrawal of the troops from Fort Canby, 
by General Howard, bas excited the residents of 
Astoria, Oregon, as it leaves the entrance to the 
Columbia River without a garrison. A meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce has been held, and re- 
presentations made to the Secretary of War, and 
Oregon's Senator and Representative, to ask the 
department to suspend the order until the proper 
showing can be made for the necessity for the re- 
tention of the troops at Fort Canby.

The citizens bere are 
greatly incensed to think that the Indians were al- 
lowed to escape to make trouble when they might 
have been captured. News has come that 150 Nez 
Perces have arrived on the Crow Reservation. They 
say they came to trade with the Crows, but their 
nature is well known by the settlers, and mavy 
think their coming means no good, Fears for the 
safety of settlers increase ss time advances, and 
tpere is talk of organizing for defence.” 





Dept. of Artzona.—Brig.-Gen, N, A. Miles. 

Referring to the arrest of Eskimizin and twenty- 
seven other Indians living on the San Pedro River 
upon charges of grand Jarceny and resisting arrest, 
Lieut. J. W. Watson, 10th U. S. Cavalry, has in a re- 
cent report on the subjecs given much information. 
It would appear that the (ndians have been perse- 
cuted by the whites. Nive years ago Eskimizin and 
a number of his followers, of their own accord, 
abandoned their tribal relations and took up lands 
in the San Pedro Valley under the Indian Home- 
stead law. They built comfortable houses and 
barns, irrigated and fenced their lands, and by 
their own unaided industry accumulated consider- 
able property. The Interior Department did very. 
thing in its power to assist and protect them, as did 
also the officers of the Army stationed in the vicinity. 
Before long, however, white settlers began to en- 
croach upon their lands, and there were otber per- 
secutions which have never caused the [ndians to 
retaliate, hut have accomplished the purpose of 
driving Eskimizin and his little band from the San 
Pedro Valley back totbeir old reservation. The 
last act of hostility on the part of the whites was 
the arrest of six of the Indians, it is said, upon false 
eharges and the attempted arrest of twenty-eight 
others, referred to above. The Sheriff of Pinal 
County has made a demand upon Captain Pierce for 
the surrender of the accused, which, on Oct. 10, the 
date of Captain Pierce’s letter, had not been com- 
pied with. The Indian officials pevoounse the affair 
a shameful outrage upon peaceful and law-abiding 
Iudians, and will take such steps as may be necessary 
to restore to the Indians their abandoned property.

Seret. J.C. Hansom, Co. D, 7th Inf., for, when on duty at 
Fort Laramie as color bearer and on parade of a battalion 
of the 7th Inf., and while said battalion was marching off 
after parade, in a contemptuous manner, the na- 
tional color and also his belmet to the ground, in the imme- 
diate front of Co. E, 7th Inf., then marching at double time, 
was sentenced to be “dishonorably dismissed from the Ser- 
vice.” The reviewing authority, Gen. Crook, says: “In 
the case of Private (late sergeant) John C, Hansom, Co, D, 
7th Tof., in consideration of the long and honorable service 
of the accused, and his excellent character, as shown in evi- 
dence, and in view of the fact that the colors were given to 
him in his confessed ¢runken condition, the sentence, not 
being susceptible of mitigation, is remitted. In this connec- 
tion, the attention ot the court is invited to the yo 
rding of the sentence—an enlisted man is not 
from the Serv but discharged.” 

In the case of Pvt. Edw. Daring, T G, 5th Cav., tried 
for sleeping On post and sentenced by 
honorably discharged and confined in the military prison, 


“ The sentence is severe beyond all preceden 
Headquarters, and moreover, it is shown by the evidesce 
that the soldier was sick. This last is not, however, an ex- 
cuse fora neglect. When sick itis the duty of the soldier 
to ask for treatment, and to take the usual steps for being 
excused from duty, if necessary. He bas no right of bis own 
volition to uttempt to perform duty when sick, and least of 
all as a sentinel when his sickness may involve such Fee 
risks to the Government. The article of war under which 
the prisoner was tried prescribes death as the extreme pen- 
alty for thecrime of which he was convicted. It is not per- 
haps unnatural then that court awarded the above sentence.

“The Story of Metlakahtla,” by Henry S. Well- 
come, published by Saxon and Cu., New York, is a curiously 
interesting story of religious con with ecclesias- 
tioa] arrogance and bigotry. Metiakahtla is a settlement of 
the Tsimshean, or Chimsyan, tribe of Indians ned by 
Mr. H. W. Duncan under auspices of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society of England. Avoiding the teaching of dog: 
mas avd devoting himself to practical Christian work, Mr. 
Duncan succeeded in getting such control of this wild tribe 
that he was able to work a transformation of them as 
complete as that wi in the nds as the 
vesult of the labors of the American missionaries. After his 
work was substantially complete, a mieionery bishop was 
sent out to take control, the Church M ionary Society 
holding that its object was ‘“* not to make men expert in the 
practical industries of life, but to make them wise unto sal- 
vation.” As Mr. Duncan put civilization before salvation in 
his plan the bishop was soon involved in difficulties with him 
and with his flock, who had no proper sense of the dignity 
involvedin the contro! of a diocese and preferred to follow 
the ways of Mr. Duncan. e quarrel has been a long and 
acrimonious one, and as its result Mr. Duncan bas resolved 
to expatriate himself and his one thousand Metlakabtilas. 
He 1s accordingly seeking to secure some specia) concessions 
for them on the American territory of Alaska which, at its 
nearest point, is within eh | miles of Metiakahtla. Without 
entering into the merits of the controversy which has led 
to this result, it is obvious that it is good poiicy to secure for 
Alaska so large a body of settlers, and us these Tsimeheans 
are now claimed to be sober, industrious, thrifty. We see 
no reason why their prospects of salvation should be in any 
way imperilled by their transfer to American soil, and they 
will secure that pace pompense of irritating ecclesiastical 
control which taev seek.

An admirable book for boys, and for their elders 
as well, is “Living Lights, a popular account of Phospho- 
rescent Animals and Vegetables,” by Chas. Fredk. Holder, 
publisbed by Chas.

are tweniy-seven handsome illustrations of the light givers 
in the enimal and vegetable world. The work is a most en- 
tertaming one, and is in the line of a series of similar pub- 
lications by its author. Mr. Holder suggests a line ot en- 
p anid that may be profitably pursued by some of our stu- 

ious officers, more especially those of the Navy for, as be 
tells us, the pee of animal phosphorescence is no nearer 
asolution than it was fifty yearsago. The French Acade- 
my of Science offers this year a prize of three thousand 
francs for the best paper upon ‘the subject. “From this, it 
would appear evident, that the phenomenon is creating re- 
newed or increasing interest, and in the following years 
will be the subject of much study and investigation; and we 
may expect in the near future to have not only its course 
explained, but possibly to see a practical application of its 
possibilities to the wants of mankind.” Accompanying the 
volume isa bibliography of works on phosphorescence, which 
neludes one hund tatles, commencing with a 
work published at Toledo in 1526. One half of these works 
have appeared in the last ten years. 


“American Diplomacy and the Furtherance of 
Commerce” is the title of a work by Eugene Scbuyler, our 
late Minister to Greece. Roumania, and Servia, which Charles 
Scribner's Sons published last year. As to the first we 
sbould be incli to doubt whether there is in a strict sense 
ony such thing as American Diplomaey. The scope of Mr. 
Scbuyler‘’s work includes a description of the Department of 
State, and our consular system and diplomatic «ffictals. Fol- 
lowing we bave an historical sketch of our dealings with 
the piratical Barbary powers, and of the cortro over 
the right of search. A discussion of the subjects of free 
navigation of rivers and seas, neutral rights, the question of 
the fisheries, and of commercial treaties, concludes the 
volume. It is a tise of special value to all who have 
occasion to represent the United States to foreign powers.in 
any capacity, and this includes our naval officers. 


“The Making of the Great West, 1512-1883,” by 
Samuel Adams Drake, is a volume published by Charles 
Scribner's Sons, with some 150 illustrations and maps whose 
character is indicated by its title. Its author divides his ac- 
count of the growth of the Great West into a description of 
three eras—that of the rival civilizations of the jard, 
the Frenchman, and the Englishman; next, the birth of the 
American idea, and, finally, the changes following the dis- 
covery of goldin Californ The story, as its author says, 
“grows to absorbing interest,as the great achievement of 
the age—of the Anglo-Saxon overcoming the Latin race, as 
one great man overwhelms arother with resistless force. 


A most charming story is that of “Juan and 
Juanita,” as told by Frances Courtenay Baylor, first in the 
pages of that excellent ma; ne, * St. Nicholas,” and now 
in a handsomely 1) bound volume published by 
Tickpor and Co., of Boston. It isa tale of the adventure of 
two children stolen from off a Mexican ranche by the Co- 
manches and making their escape after several years of ca 
tivity. It belongs to a class of booker for young 
whicb 1s happily increasing and in which t principles are 
inculcated without moralizing or that prosing against which 
the healthy instinct of childhood naturally revoits. 


Ticknor and Co. have added two volumes to their 
“Paper Series of Choice Reading,” the numbers of which 
are ued semi-montbly, at 50 cents. No. 18 is Wm. D. 
Howells’ “Modern Instance,” and No. 20 “Aunt Serena,” by 
Blanche Willis Howard, author of “ Guerin,” and “One 
Summer.” These are not new books, for both bave already 
received the approval of the popular judgment, but rf 
are vow issued at a price which gives promise of a st 
more extended circulation. Of Miss Howard's story 
have been sold in cloth bound form, and this is the four- 
teenth edition of Howells’ story.

Tue Light House Board bas been informed that a 
iece of the copper-covered bottom of the missing 
ight house tender Mignonette was recently washed 
ashore on the Texas coast. There is no longer any 
doubt of the loss of the vessel and her crew of 18 
men. 

AGAIN one of the largest buildings at the League 
Island Navy-yard bas been saved from perhaps total 
loss by one of the Marine Guard stationed there. As 
the patrol passed the General Store buildiog one of 
the canvas awnings was discovered to be in a blaze. 
Corpl. Fielding tore the burning mass down, but not 
before the wood work was charred and tue canvas 
destruyed. 

Tue Critic reports that the officials of the Hydro- 
graphic Office are convinced of the wisdom of the 
suggestion made to President Cleveland by the New 
York Maritime Association, that the waters of the 
ocean be divided into districts and patrolled by gun- 
boats of different nations for the purpose of destroy- 
ing derelict vessels.

THE question of the permanent detail for the 
Chicago is vow beginning to interest a good many 
officers whose shore duty is about completed, but 
nothing definite bas been made public beyond the 
nawes of a very few who are numbered among the 
fortunate ones of the Service. It seems quite proba- 
ble that the Department will suffer from an embar 
rassment of riches in choosing officers for the Chi- 
cago, as it is understood that pearly twice the num- 
ber required are already applicants for daty on this 
ship. The assignments will probobly not given 
out until the long-delayed tral at sea shall have 
been completed. 

THE immeneely tall yellow smoke ‘pi of the 
Miantonomoh, which bas been a familiar landmark 
at the New York Te for so long, has been 
removed from the deck of the ironclad, and now 
hes prone at the upper end of the Yard. Whether 
it is to be replaced cannot be Jearned at present. 
Work on the Miantonomoh is making good progress 
and as soon as the inner skin of the forward turret 
is completed, it will be put in position and the com- 
pound steel plates hoisted into their places on the 
turret. The Miantonomoh will be a formidable craft 
when completed and armed with the new 10-inch 
guns pow being made. 

THE fine looking body of men competing the ma- 
rine guard of the steel cruiser Boston have been un- 
dergoing av exbaustive series of drills on shore at 
the hands of Lieut. Denny, commanding, and are 
held to have acquitted themselves to the satisfaction 
of this officer, who is actuated by a soldierly zeal to 
excel in bis profession. The presence of « guard on 
board the vessel adds material tu her appearance, 
and were it not for the absence of the 8-mch guns 
forming part of her battery, the Boston would pie- 
sent the most formidable appearance of any ship in 
port. Work upon the battery, however, is, it is said, 
progressing satisfactorily. 

CoNSIDERABLE curiosity is felt in naval circles as 
to the probable assignments of officers for the C. 8S. 
8. Trenton, for with a very few exceptions the offi- 
cers at present on this ship are entitled to shore de- 
tails, as having completed more than the usual tour 
of sea service. The crew of something like 400 men 
are Dow awaiting transfer from the receiving sbip 
Vermont, and will probably be sent on board the 
Trenton as eeon as practicable after ber arrival. 
Capt. Farquhar will undoubtedly remain in com- 
mand of this vessel, which, it is rumored, will 
shortly be assigned as flag ship of one of the iwport- 
ant stations. Sbe will receive a few routine repairs 
and adjustments before sailing again, but so far as 
is known at present she will not require anything 
very extensive. 

A Boarp of engineer officers, with Chief Engineer

The present temper of the voting 
Pyablic would not suffer the Government to go 
ab for new ships, engines nor boilers, and for 
this reason the trial of the Shearwater is ed as 
fortunate by the progressive engineers of the Navy.

REVIVAL OF AMERIGAN SHIPPING. 

THE Shipping and Industrial League of the United 
States has heen doing an excellent work in holding 
meetings in various cities during the past year, 
with a view to interest the general publicin the 
important matter which the association is endeavor- 
ing to forward. The last meeting was held in 
Boston, and though small in numbers was yet en- 
thusiastic in purpose. When such life long Demo- 
crats as Richard S. Spofford and Levi Woodbury, of 
Massachusetts, and O. B. Potter, of New York, are 
found upon the same platform and advocating the 
same measures as Senator Frye and Representative 
Dingley, of Maine, ex-Representatiye Crapo aud 
other well known citizens of the opposite party, it 
may safely be said that no mere partisan question 
is involved. 

The League proposes to push during the coming 
winter, the measure known as the tonnage bounty 
bill, modelled after that which has been productive 
of such excellent results for the merchant marine of 
France. The speeches made at the Boston meeting 
were all notable, but that of Congressman Dingley 
was the feature of the occasion. His long study of 
the subject, his patient investigations and well 
known industry, peculiarly fit him for the task of 
putting it before the people in such a manner as to 
show the real causes of the decline in our ocean 
shipping ; they are briefly these: the admission of 
foreigners to the carrying trade upon the same 
terms as our own citizens; the change from wood 
to iron and from sail to steam ; the depredations of 
the Confederate privateers ; the competition of lines 
subsidized by other governments and tho extra cost 
of running ships under our flags, in the way of 
wages, etc. He showed conclusively that neither 
the tariff nor the navigation laws have anything to 
do with the present lamentable state of affairs. 
The remedy for the existing stagnation he found to 
be the same as that adopted by other countries, and 
especially by our great maritime rival, England, 
viz.: @ payment to steamship lines for the carrying 
of the mails upon a reasonable scale, knowing full 
well that ‘‘trade follows the flag,” and that the 
money expended will be returned many fold in the 
general demand for English manufactures that will 
be thus created. 

Nearly allethe speakers mentioned the Navy as 
the twin sister of tae merchant marine, and spoke 
in glowing terms ef its achievements in the past and 
their gratification at the beginning of the long- 
looked-forward-to construction of a modern fleet ; 
but rightly enough they laid much stress upon the 
necessity for a prosperous merchant marine to go 
hand in hand with the warlike one. 

Opinions may differ as to the best way to revive 
our shipping interests, but the need for something 
to be done is patent to all. When the people become 
convinced that it is a rea! fight in which we are en- 
gaged, a struggle for commercial supremacy, just 
as much of a contest as if it were with all the pomp 
and circumstance of glorious war instead of with 
the more peaceful means of the unarmed trader, 
then we shall hope to see such a revival of the 
patriotic spirit of years gone by as will approach the 
subject in the unprejudiced manner of the League’s 
principal speaker at this meeting, when the result 
cannot be doubtful. Not only the Navy, but the 
country at large will be the gainer by the inaugur- 
ation of some policy that will give us our old time 
supremacy upon the seas. 

We have every guarantee that the work of secur- 
ing the necessary legislation will be pushed toa 
satisfactory conclusion. As one result of the meet- 
ing held in September, at the office of Captain Erben 
in the Post Office Building, New York, the folluw- 
ing Committee of representative men was appointed:

selves into sub-committees to consider various sub- 
jects and will meet again for conference within a 
week. It is expected that two bills will be prepared 
between this and December 1 for presentation to 
Congress. One of these will provide for including 
our yachts in a naval reserve organization and the 
other will be for the encouragement of the merchant 
marine on the lines of Mr. Whitthorne’s bill, intro- 
duced at the last session of Congress. As soor as these 
are prepared Mr. Whitthorne will come to New York to 
confer with the Committee. Strong interests are now 
united in favor of some action on behalf of our 
mercantile marige, and we have every confidence 
that something will be done for its encouragement 
and revival. 


ILLNESS OF SECRETARY WHITNEY. 


THE official announcement made on Oct. 31, to 
the effect that the Secretary of the Navy bad found 
it necessary, by reason of ill health, to relinquish, 
for a time, ail work, was received with regret by 
the Navy as wellas by the general public. The 
first intimation of Mr. Whitney’s illness was 
through the following statement given out from the 
Navy Department, upon the authority of the Secre- 
tary, who preferred that the public should know the 
true state of his condition rather than that his pro- 
longed absence should be misunderstood to the ex- 
tent of bringing about unfavorable criticism : 

Secretary Whitney, who isin New York, will not return 
to Washington for an indefinite period on account of ill- 
health. Althougb not suffering from any 4 , he is for- 
biaden by his physician from undertaking any work fora 
time. For the past year the Secretary has had troublesome 
headaches, which have grown more and more severe and 
frequent, until now he is unable to work. For the past two 
weeks be bas not been able even to read his Iectters, and 
although he had accumulated some of the materials, he has 
written no word of his annual report, and there is no pros- 
pect that he will be able to prepare one. His physician 
states that with the necessary rest the Secretary will be per- 
fectly well again: but how long a rest will be required will 
appear atter a little time. 

Unfortunately, this statement did not have the 
desired effect, for many different stories have been 
since published. Some are to the effect that the 
Secretary is permanently incapacitated for work, 
and that the above only half tells the story of his 
condition; others, that he is about to resign because 
of a difference with the President. These stories 
we are prepared to contradict with authority, and 
to say that the authorized statement is the only 
correct one. Commodore Harmony, who is well 
prepared to speak, says: ‘‘Secretary Whitney will 
doubtless take charge of naval affairs again by the 
holidays. The Secretary has no intention of 
resigning. His indisposition is due entirely to 
overwork. During the most trying period of last 
summer the Secretary studied the plans submitted 
for the 6,000 ton cruisers, night and day. He 
desired to master certain technical knowledge 
which he considered essential in deciding upon the 
relative merits of the several plans. To do this re- 
quired close application to the study of matters never 
before considered by the Secretary. The straim was 
too great, and the Secretary is now paying the 
penalty for his ambition to compass within a few 
months’ knowledge that is usually attained only by 
years of study.” 

Until Secretary Whitney has sufficiently recovered 
to resume his duties, which his physician predicts 
will be about Dec. 1, Commodore Harmony will 
continue in charge of the Department. By di- 
rection of the Secretary, however, a Board consist- 
ing of all the bureau chiefs will assist him in reach- 
ing adecision upon the more important matters. 
Heretofore the Acting Secretary bas felt authorized 
to act upon routine matters only; but, with the 
approval of all the other bureau chiefs, the Acting 
Secretary will bave no hesitancy in acting to the 
full limit of the authority conferred upon him. 
The Board meets three times a week, with Commo- 
dore Harmony as President. For the future in- 
formation of Secretary Whitney a stenographer 
attends each meeting and takes notes of the pro- 
ceedings. 

THE New York Times says: ‘‘Commodore Har- 
mony’s views regarding the Mare Island Navy- 
yard will receive additional weight from the fact 
that they are given simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement that King Malietoa bas been ‘trans- 
ported’ from the Samoan Islands in a German man 
of war, and his kingdom is now practically under 
the control of the German Empire. This seizure of 
& group of Pacific islands is but one of a series of 
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similar transactions upon which the United States 
has looked with becoming tranquillity in the past; 
but it is possible that in the near future this Gov- 
ernment may find it expedient to object to the ab- 
sorption of all the Pacific islands by European pow 

ers, and in that event the Mare Island Navy-yard, 
as our only naval station on the Pacific eoast, will 
assume an importance which it has hitherto lacked.” 
In 2 letter to the Foreign Consuls Malietoa says: 


1 was repeatedly told by the representatives of the British 
and American Governments that they would afford me and 
my Government assistapce and protection if I abstained 
from doing anything that might cause war among the Sa- 
moans. Payee upon these promisesI did pot put down 
the rebellion. Now I find that war has been made upon me 
by the Emperor of Germany, and Ta bee: 
claimed King of Samoa. rees a 
sese threaten to make war upon all the Samoan people w' 
do not acknowledge Tamasese as King. lam innocent of 
any wrongful act, and I hereby protest against the action of 
Germany, but,as the German nation is strong ucd I am 
weak, I yield to their power to prevent my people being 
slaughtered. I shal! deliver myself up to the German forces 
to prevent bl , and out of loveto my people. I de- 
sire to remind you of the promises so repeatedly made by 
your Governmenis, and trust that you will so far redeem 
them as to cause the lives and liberties of my chiefs and 
people to be respectei. 





Engineering publishes illustrations of the trial 
of the Zalinski dynamite gun, with an account of 
the experiments by its New York correspondent 
who says in the course of his letter : 


This is an age of “ scoffers.” It was predicted in the Bible, 
that io the last days scoffers should cowe, etc., and the num- 
bers that gatbe around Lieut. Zalinski from time to time 
would rather seem to ve these to be the last — 
In Engineering for Feb. 12, 1886,a long account of the Za- 
linski dynamite gun was given, as well as a synopsis of Gen. 
Abbot’s conclusions embodied in a paper read by him at the 
Military Service Institute. At that time Lieut. Zalinski 
claimed that a shell of dynamite, even if missing the object 
aimed at — bave a greater effect if it exploded aiter 
burying itself in the water,and was within a radiusof 21 
ft., except with vessels of the latest constructiov. The wise- 
acres sagely shook their heads at this view and some of them 
flapped their ears (your Thisile would not be safe near this 
last lot, they would eat her). It was absurd, they said, and 
against all theory. What a tremendous weapun “theory” 
is. It sometimes pooges to be a boomerang, especially when 
thrown at “practice.” Lieut. Zalinski was not in any way 
deterred from attempting what he believed he could prac- 
tically demonstrate, and on with his testsand experi- 
ments, and the triumph he has achieved has more than re- 
pete him for ail bis patiest endeavor and laborious under- 

king. Probably no officer of our Army is more gener- 
ally known in the United States, nor in Barepe, to day than 
our modest first leutenant of artillery. etticiency of 
the electric fuse was thoroughly cemopstrated, especially !ts 
explosion on striking the water or after submergence. In 
fact, this is one of Lieut. Zalinski’s greatest successes, and 
he is able to arrange so as to cause the projectile to explode 
at almost any desired period after king the water. 
Sbould it however strike the object aimed at, instantaneous 
explosion follows. While 100 lb. of dynamite might not ne- 
cessarily sink an ironclad if exploded on her deck, there is 
but little doubt it would set th: in a lively state of vibra- 
tion and cause the occupants of such a vessel to endeavor 
to get their ot out of range ia the shortest bie time. 

During the Volunteer Thistle race, the little Now Then, 
belonging to Mr. Munro, and the last of the Herreshoff's 
successes, flew around at the rate of 25 knots for hours. 
Imagine the destructiveness of such a craft, or one of simi- 
lar speed, attackiug the fleet with a dynamite gun. So that 
while our barbors are not efficiently protected inst for- 
eign invasion, yet a few of these ora cruiser or two would 
certainly serve to render bostile progress not only difficult 
but perbaps impossible. 





From the late experience at Coasters’ Island it 
would seem that some modification is necessary in 
the steam launches supplied to the Navy by the 
Herreshoff Company before they can properly be 
regarded as good “all around” boats for the pur- 
poses designed. Comdr. W. B. Hoff, U. 8. N., is of 
the opinion that the main defect of these launches 
is their poor towning capacity. This was strikingly 
illustrated during the sham battle and attack on 
Coasters’ Island Oct. 13, where an old style of steam 
launch was found capable of towing with ease no 
less than thirteen armed boats filled with men in 
spite of the considerable sea running, while the 
Herreshoff boats found difficulty in towing four of 
the same kind of pulling boats through the same 
conditions of sea and wind. Undoubtedly these 
launehes are models of beauty, and in favorable 
conditions they have also high speed, but they are 
far from possessiug the requisites of a naval steam 
launch. The economy of fuel claimed by the Herres- 
hoff system is probably capable of demonstration, 
but it is obvious that the quantity of coal saved by 
the most economical system as compared with the 
most wasteful type of engine, when the totals in 
either case are so small, should not weigh at all when 
compared with their relative efficiency in time of 
need, as in the case cited. The desiderata for a 
naval steam launch are, first, seaworthiness, and if 
this can be combined with speed so wuch the better; 
then towing capacity, after which follow simplicity 
of construction, this last being the measure of the 
facility of repairs, and last of all should come econ- 
omy of fuel. The perfect steam launch should have 
a double simple engine, the two cylinders side by 
side, provided with a plain three parted cast-iron 
steam valve; asurface condenser capable of main- 
taining at least ten inches of vacuum; an inde- 
pendent pump, which should be the feed, air and 
circulating pump combined in une; a horizontal 
tubular boiler arranged for easy and frequent clean- 
ing. The beat should be constructed of steel, or 
still Vetter, of Muntz metal. The attempt to com- 
bine the requisites of a torpedo-boat with a steam- 
lauoch for general service. must. be giveap up, for 





necessarily fail when put to the test in one or other. 
The necessity for a speed greater than six knots an 
hour in a general service steam lauach is not ap- 
parent. 








Taat the recent manceuvres and operations con- 
ducted by Rear Admiral Luce in Newport Harbor 
have been very useful no one can doubt who has. 
watched the steady progress made. A. notable ad- 
vance in many of the actual incidents of war anda 
eampaign has been noticed, and the Navy must be 
congratulated upon the success attained in carrying 
out the details of war so thoroughly. Taken in con- 
nection with the fact that to the greater number 
of the officers engaged the realities of naval war are 
known only by bearsay, the cawpaigu under Rear 
Admiral Luce must be regarded as the most im~- 
portant event which bas occurred since the close of 
the Rebellion. The priucipal value of these sham 
battles, torpedo attacks, and other warlike opera- 
tions, lies in the use which can be made of them by 
the Naval War College at Newport, and it is to be re- 
gretted that the instruction acquired at this iustitu- 
tion should be confined to the small number of offi- 
cers detailed for the purpose. Still, through them, 
it will be of the greatest value to the Service as a 
whole. It would seem to be wise to stsll further 
extend the course te include iostruction in the 
duties of the commissuriat and of the medical 
bravch of the Service. One or more officers of the 
Medical Corps and possibly of the Pay Corps should 
be detailed for instruction in their respective pro- 
fessional duties in time of war. The subject of by- 
giene is a most important one, for practical expeti- 
ence shows that it is quite as necessary to study the 
art of preserving the men iu go@d condition for the 
field of action, as it is to learn how to handle them 
when they get there, and bow to secure the largest 
percentage of effectives for action is one of the 
essential problems of war. 


Ir is expected that the Secretary of War will re- 
convene the Board on Army Regulations for the 
consideration of some new subjecte, before finally 
approving the report. 








ALUMINUM BRONZE FOR HEAVY GUNSB. 
DISCUSSION BEFORE THE U. 8 NAVAL INSTITUTE, 


TuE meeting of tbe U. S Naval Institute for the 
discussion of Mr. Alfred 8, Cowles’ paper on “Alum- 
inum Brovze for Heavy Guas,” on Oct. 27, proved 
an unusually successful aud interesting one. Lieut. 
A. M. Knight, at present in charge of the Naval 
Ordnance Proving Ground, presided, and at the 
close of the discussion made some very interesting 
statements in regard to the performances of the 
built uo guns. Mr. William Metcalf of Pittsbergh 
senta letter regretting his inability to be present. 
and saying that,,while a pronounced opponent of 
the built-up guus, he would refuse to discuss the 
question of the relative merits of casting and build« 
ing guns on the ground that enough had alread 
been said on the subject, and that he considered it 
now the duty of every good. citizen to belp the offi- 
cers of the Government to get appropriations 
enough to supply the country with a respectable 
armament. 

A resumé of the history of aluminum, propared 
for the occasion by Mr. J. W. Richards, iustructor 
in metallurgy, Lehigh University, was read to the 
meeting and was well received. 

Prof. Thurston, Director of Sibley College, Cor- 
nell University; Prof. Mabery, of the Case School 
of Applied Science, Cleveland; Thomas D. Weat, 
M. £.; Birdsill Holly. Hydraulic and Steam Engi- 
neer; Lieut. M. E. Hall, U. 8. N., and R. C. Vole, of 
Chicago, all presented arguments favoring the trial 
of aluminum bronze, as made by the Messrs. Cowles, 
for gun metal. 

The majority of these gentlemen coincided with 
the author's views in regard to the supenority of a 
gun cast from aluminum bronze over the built up 
guns at present being constructed by the Govern- 
ment, confirming ail the author had suid in regard 
to the great tensilestrength, ductility, and elasticity 
of his metal. Dr. Gatling sent a contribut'on to the 
discussion, in which he pronounced strongly in fa- 
vor of casting uns either of steel or aluminum, 

William H. Brown, of Jerse tng 6 was the onl 
one of all those that professed to bave bad mu 
experience ia the alloys, who gave au unfavorable 
opinion in regard to the employment of aluminum 
bronze for guns. He said, “though a worker of al- 
lops all my life, [ am a couvert trom alloys to pure 
metal in all construction.” 

Mr. Edward Very, of the Hotchkiss Gun Co., criti- 
cized some of Mr. Cowles’ arguments pretty severe- 
ly, and especially so his question about whether it 
would “not be well for the Government to appro- 
priate funds to investigate this promising field, and 
learn wherein these alloys can be applied in the cou- 
struction of ordnance aud armor?” Mr. Very an- 
swered this question emphatically in the negative, 
saying that nothing would so soon cause “dry rot 
in the brain " as would such a course if Ghore? by 
Copgress in regard to American iuventions. e 
coucluded by saying that be saw nothing irrational 
in Mr. Cuwles’ proposal tpomploy aluminum bronze 
for gun making, but advised him if be wished suc- 
oont a bis venture to “ go slow, and above all to go 
it alone.” 

Lieut Albert Cleaves made some very able and 
carefully prepared remarks on the theory of fabri- 

ting guns, introducing statistics showing the work 
Noe by built up guns in this country and abroad. 

Ensign J. H. Glennon, Instructor iu Ordnance and 
Gunnery at the Naval Academy, discussed at some 
length, what he considered the fallacies vf the au- 
thor's statements in re to elasticity and du: « 
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Owing to the lateness of the hour the reading of 
several papers tbat bad been contributed to the dis- 
cussion had to be abandoned and the discussion 
terminated. One of these, a paper by Mr. J. R. 
Haskell of Multicharge-gun fame, contained much 
interesting matter ip to the comparative 
merits of the Rodman and Daighren guns, as well as 
a strong depuuciation of. the present system of 
rifling. He took issue with the lecturer in regard to 
his proposed methods of casting, proneuncing 
scrongty against the Rodman and Dean processes. 
Before the adjournment Mr. Cowles was given an 
opportunity to reply to some of the criticisms of the 
evening. 

Mr. Cowles said it was not his object when be 
wrote the paper to bring about, a discussion on the 
relative merits of the cast-steel or the built-up sys- 
tems of gun-making, but rather to bring to the at- 
tention of the officers of the Governmeut the dis- 
covery of what be considered # valuable metal for 

n construction. He said the invention of the 
Cowles brothers’ was already an assured commer- 
cial success, and that it bad not been bis object 
when he presented his paper to seek Goverpment 
aid ip any way. Mr. Cowles then showed numerous 
specimens of his alloy that had received very severe 
tests of strength, and invited those present to ex- 
amine then for themselves. ‘ 

Captain Rogers Birnie, Jr., of tbe Ordnance Corps 
of the Army and Lieut. Zalinski were present avd 
listened attentively to the di:cussion, but took no 

rt in it. 

Parieut. Zalinski has consented to prepare a paper 
on his Dynamite gun to be read: before the Institute 
in December. As it is his purpose to exhibit his pro- 
ectile and its fuzes on the occasion of the lecture, 
isc event will be an important one for the members 


of the Institute. 





ORDNANCE WORK FOR THE YEAR. 

GENERAL BENET, Chief of Ordnance for the Army, 
in bir annual report shows his expeuditures for the 
year to have been $1,597,652.51. ln addition to the 

ular estimates he asks for the comivg year $1,- 
500 000 for steel-gun forgings and $550,000 for the de 
velopment of the present Der mf wn an od 
roper) uipped shops a uate for manufactur- 
ug the . in quantity. 000 for 12-in. rifled 
mortars. and an appropriation to test some different 
types of mortar carriages. ‘This question js one of 
at urgency and should not be postponed any 
onger from the want of money to investigate it. 
The same is equally true as regards the genera! sub- 
ject of gun carriages. Experimental ty should at 
once be procured and tested for the different cali- 
bres of steel sea coast guns, and standard types 
adopted. More stress is laid on mortar carriages 
simply for the reason that is very probable that we 
shall eve mortars ready for mounting before we 
have guns. But for eitber class of piece, copsidera- 
ble time will be required for establishing the details 
of construction of a properly constituted carriage.” 
The manufacture of an improved limber, caisson, 
battery wagov and forge for the new field guns is to 
commence at once for issue und trial, and $225,000 
is asked for the purchase of steel guns, their car- 
riages and ammunition. This will procure not less 
than 60 steel guns. fully equinge’ and supplied with 
ammunition; or taking the 3.2inch guns DOW on 
hand and under manufacture iuto consideration, it 
should ensure ibe full and proper equipment of 
100 field guns. 
ot 108 Lines and carbines were manufactured at 
Springfield during the year. The favorable view of 
the Morse movable base cartridge has been fully 
confirmed by the reports thus far received from 
five of the companies to which it was issued for 
trial.. A larger appropriation for cartridges and 
target material is recommended, the resources of 
the Department in meeting in a liberal spirit the 
demands for target practice being overtaxed. The 
Kelton automatic check rein attachment has been 
tried by a troop of cavalry at Fort Leavenworth 
with highly satisfactory results. 

A report on artillery harness by Maj. E. B. Wil- 
leaton, 3d Art., and one on the initial strajus in some 
tempered and annealed steel cylinders accou)pan 
Gen. Benét’s report. Of the first he says: Maj. Wil- 
leston’s long practical experience during and since 
the war asa light battery commander, has made 
him an autbority on this subject, and this Depart- 
ment bas been fortuuate in having the results of his 
stuay and thought and his valuable assistance iu 
perfecting the details of this most important arm of 
the Service. . 

An account is given of the trial of the 8-in. B. L. 
rifie steel, which has been fired 100 rounds without 
erosiou or appreciable enlargement. The ballistic 
results, that is to say, the energy developed in the 
projectile. exceed the published resulte of any gun 
of hike calibre extant. As regards accuracy, sw far 
as that has been tested, it was ascertained. as stated 
ip my last report, that fora range of 3,000 yards or 

iy 1% miles, the shooting was as follows: Target 
30 by 401t.: Mean vertical deviation trom centre of 
impact, 1.90 ft.; meau horizontal deviation, 1.56 ft.;

I would revommend the purchase of one 
of these guns, say of 12-inch calibre, for exhaustive trials 
of gun and projectile, with the object of determining the 
full extent of their capacity and fitness for coast defence. 

Experiments with the Stevens dynamite shell have shown 
sufficient promise to justity a more extended trial, and the 
firings will be continued at an sue ay. Types of the best 
pers gun carriages known here or elsewhere should 

provided, as aids to the study and development of this 
vital necessisy. A trial of the improved Powlett carriage 
should be authorized by an appropriation. 








REPORT OF ADMIRAL PORTER. 


ADMIRAL PORTER has presented to the Secretary of the 
Navy a Loe = sy full of interesting suggestions concerning the 
Navy, wh is not likely to receive the attention it de- 
serves, because of its length. He urges tbe preparation of 
a proper set of Navy Regulatious a Serco or more officers 
not below the de of captain. “The present regulations 

not meet ali the cases that come before a commander-in- 
chief, or a commander of a _ vessel,and the result is misun- 
derstandings among the different corps, each failing to ap- 
their respective functions,”" The Admira! makes a 
ong argument against educating the officers of the Engi- 
neer Corps and the line together at the Naval Academy. 
He says; * Alla live officer’s time must be devoted to the 
study and practice of his own particular profession if he de- 
sires to excel. He may secure an intelligent understanding 
of the theory and practice of the marine steam engine, but 
he must not expect to fill the piace of an engineer.” 

* Common sense telis us that the membets of a profession 
who are required to manage machinery of the most intri- 
cate kind should have an opportunity to receive a training 
adequate to their duties. This can only be secured by a 
course at the best schools of technology and a training in 
machine shops,in addition to a term of two years at the 
Naval Acadmy, supplemented by a course of instruction 


Engineers should superintend the construction of engines 
and mange them; constructors should design and build 
ships, and line officers should manage the vessels wh2n they 
are ready forsea. Such an enews of duties will be 
more apt to insure “ harmony” in the Navy than the plan 
which is now in operation. 

The current plea on behalf of coast defences is reinforced 
by a long argument by the Admiral, in which be says: “The 
first step tow the protection of our coasts should be the 
constructiou of a squadron of heavy armorclads, that could 
be ready at a week’s notice to anchor off our shores and re- 
sist an approaching enemy. If defeated, this force could 
retire to t rotection of the forts, where, united, they 
would prubably offer more than twice the resistance they 
could offer singly. It is vot likely that the present system 
of ships, ordnance and fortifications will undergo any radi- 
cal changes within the next decade. The greatest advan’e 
in ship construction will probably be in the way of speed, so 
that a few years hence a first-class ship-of-war, in my opia- 
ion, will have as of 23 knots. Some people taik about 
*a small but efficient Navy,’ as if any pavy in these days 
could be smal] and efficient at the sametime. The excel- 
lence of a navy depends not only on the efficiency of its 
ehips, but also in the gouges of a sutlicient number to 
carry out a decisive po Oe 

Senator Whitthorne’s bi!) is commended and an argument 
presented in behalt of the system ot subsidies to build uj. 
the mercantile marine. “Ours is the only case of a nation 
in moderna times with a great commercial marine which has 
been allowed to fall into a state of decay for no perceptible 
reason beyond the fact that it has not been fostered by 
Government, merchants finding that their ships had no 
protection on the sea, have withdrawn their capita! from the 
ocean and invested it in more lucrative business on shore.

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A VISIT TO COREA. 


A CORRESPONDEST of the N. Y. Times rts that 
as a consequence of the opening of Corea by Admi- 
ral Sbufeldt, in four years the town of Chemuipo 
(which word can be freely translated “foreign 
goods’ port’’) bas risen with substantial buildings, a 
population of 2,000, and a thriving trade on the spot 
of the Shufeldt treaty pavilion, marked in 1882 by 
an insignificant fishing village, subsequently to be 
torn down to make room for regular streets and 
the march of improvement. Lines of steamers now 
connect this port with Japan and China, and the 
yearly increasing commerce has demanded and been 
followed = more frequent trips. 

He describes a trip with Rear-Admiral Chandler: 
A start wus made by the admural’s party from the 
age? at 1p. m. of Sept. 5, and the small but pow- 
erful Herresboff steam launches, with a tnfling con- 
sumption of coal, readily towed thetwo unwieldy 
—_ up the river toward Seon! at a rate of four to 

ve miles an hour. 

Carried along by the swift flood tide they passed 
in succession the marine forts—Fort Monocacy and 
Fort McKee—so named by the Amerwwans in their 
operations under Admiral John Rodgers, in 1871. 
As the river passes Fort McKee it makes a 
sbarp right-angle turn. and fort after fort appears 
on che west bank, and these are connected together 
by a continuous row of water batteries for miles, 
masked from river view by sbrubbery and trees. 
The east bank is comparatively uulortified. 

For 20 miles from the Brooklyn's anchorage off 
Roze Isiand the mver flows almost due north, when 
it takes an abrupt turn tothe southeast, and here 
also its porthern branch debouches into the ocean. 
At the turning point to the east the river widevs to 
a mile and a half, and all fortifications cease. Move 
ing up the river, the klyn’s band euvlivens the 
trip with the inspiring airs of Sullivan, to the 
amazement of the natives gatbered along the banks. 
At night the little fleet came to anchor within 12 
miles of Mapu. or Samkare, as called by the natives, 
which lies at the bead of navigation. Getting under 
way atan early hour the following day, they an- 
chored at 11 a. Mm. off Mapu. or Samkare, whicti 
forms the river entrepot for Seoul, three miles 
south of that city, with which itis connected by a 
rough, narrow road, bordered most of the distance 
by conneeting villages. 

At Mapu were found 25 horses snd pnumercus 
chairs carried by coolies, sent by the King to trans- 
port the party and baggage to Seoul. At 2p. M. of 
Sept. 8, the second day after arrival, the Admiral, 
accowpanied by the diplomatic representative of 
the United States in Corea. Minister Hugh A. Dins- 
more, of Arkausas; his chief of staff, Capt. Mat- 
thews, and several officers from the Brooklyn and 
Essex. visited the palace grounds 10 response to an 
invitation from the Kivg. They were introduced to 
his Majesty's Cabinet Ministers und other high func- 
tionaries, and to the Americans, Judge Denny, of 
Oregon, who is foreign adviser to the King; Mr. H. 
F. Merrill. of Massachusetts, Cbief Commissioner of 
his Majesty’s Customs; Dr. H. N. Allen, of Ohio, and 
Dr. J. W. Heron, of Tennessee, of the Corean Gov- 
ernment Hospital. 

Tbe King is described as below medium height, 
swarthy complexion, black hair and eyes, with mvue- 
tache and imperial. His face is a strikingly pleasing 
and expressive one, while his manner and inter- 
preted language indicated bim to be a man of high 
intelligence and decision of character. He is 37 
years of age, aithougb be hardly appears over 30. 

Upon the Admiral being presented by Munister 
Dinsmore the King expressed through an inter- 
preter his great satisfaction with the visit w his 
capital of an Admiral of that Nation which was the 
first of the Western powers to ratify a treaty with 
his country. He inquired after the health of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and remarked that no effort would 
be spared on the part of the kingdom of Corea to 
eontinue the friendly relations already existing be- 
tween the two pations. Admiral Chandler replied 
in afew well-chosen sentences acknowledging the 
honor covferred upon his country, himself, and 
suite by the audience so kindly granted by his Ma- 
jesty. The suite of the Admiral was then presented. 
Afterward the Admiral and Minister had a conver- 
sation of some length with the King. The Admiral 
and party then withdrew. [t was hinted that the 
presentation was viewed not only by the King and 

18 staff, but that certain slits on surrounding screens 
formed convenient points for poe members of his 
family, who have never been looked upon by for- 
eicners, to view the scene from their privacy. 

The Admiral and suite were next ushered into 
& separate oper pavilion, where they were pre- 
sented to the Crown Prince, a lad of about 16, 
dressed iv silk tun of crushed strawberry color 
and standing behind a small table surrounded by 
his advisers. The Prince expressed a _— teeling 
for the United States and inquired after the Presi- 
dent. The party was then shown about the royal 
park, lake, etc., and noticeable thereabout as Amer- 
ean inventions were « buttery of Gatling guus, Rem- 
‘ugton rifles and the incandescent electric plant of 
Edison, which illuminates the palace and various 
buildings in the royal park.

Lucrus FAIRCHILD has an able defence of the 
Grand Army of the Republic against the charge of 
partisanship iv the * American Magazine” for No- 
vember, and declares that it has lived up strictly 
to its statement of principles, which is condensed in © 
three words, * Rrotherhood, Chanty, Patriotism.” 
He says: ** The work of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is in realitv the payment of a supplementary 
pension. Jt is a recognition by soldiers, at their own 
expense, of the need and justice of a turther exten- 
sion of our national system of penrions. All other 
civilized countries take special care to reward and 
succor their soldiers. Fluent, indeed, were the pro- 
mises in the years of strife, from 1861 to J864, when 
volunteers were called for! Our existing pension 
laws provide no adequate fulfilment of the pledges 
under which 2,000,000 of our men took the fleld. Of 
the origin of the Order Gen. Fairchild says: 

Springfield, TUinois, was the birthplace of the Order, and 
B. F Stephenson, late surgeon of the l4th Illinois Infantry, is 

ized as its founder, during the winter of 1865-66.

‘MARCH AND CAMP. 


Lieut. W. R. Hamilton, of the 5th Art., regulars, is pub- 
lish some good advice to the militia. His papers on *“] be 
Marching Power of Armies” should be widely read by the 
members of the Nationa! Guard, 

The obvious but neglected fact is pointed out that the ob- 
9 of military training is to prepare men for war. War can 

sum under three heads: (1) the march, (2) the 
camp, (3) the battle. The iast is something that only the act- 
ual experience of war can bring. two former can be, 
and should be, learned iv peace if the country is to have an 
effective army in time of war. The first years of the war of 
the Rebeliion was wasted, at the cost of many thousands of 
valuable lives, in learning what could have been learned 
without waste in time of peace. The National Guard has 
attempted to learn only the second duty—that of the camp. 
ness in the manual of arms,in forming and chang- 
ing line, and the details of camp life, are certainly essential 
to a good soldier, but they are not. the most essential. Na- 
ipo remarked that the best part of a soldier wus his legs. 
great commander believed thoroughly in his statement, 
and won as mapy battles by the quickness of his marches as 
by his skillin battle. It was his soldiers’ legs that enabled 
him todrive the Austriansout of Italy in his first cam- 
It wasthe marcbing power of his army that en- 
abled him to make that wonderful struggle to block the 
march of the Allies on Paris just before his downfall. 

Lieut. Hamilton brings up some recent examples of this 
same truth. Gen. Roberts’ march with 10,000 men and 18 

uns from Cabul to Candahar, over 820 miles of rough coun- 
ry io 24 days saved the English supremacy in Afghanistan 
in 1880. A day or two later would have seen the capture of 
Candahar and his own cuin. Had McMahon marched as 
aly ee the German army in 1870 he would have relieved 

etz, Joined the 500,000 troops under Bazaine, would not 
have been forced to fight onthe ground that his enemy 
chose at Sedan,and the whole war might have worn a 
different face. 

The march, Lieut. Hamilton asserts, requires as skilful 
generalship as a battle, and the loss of men during a forced 
march is often as heavy as during the battle itself. To see 
that the Army is kept supplied with food and ammunition, 
0 bealth, and ready to fight at any moment, to keep the 
columns together and regulate their starting and balts re- 
quires as clear a head as the battletield. 

The National Guard has neglected the march entirely. 
We have the annual camp. but the soldiers are taken to it by 
train or boat, and but little experience of the transportation 
problem, as it must be met ia war, can be bad. In fact, 
when the troops in camp at Healdsburg were requested to 
join the Fourth of July parade in San Francisco the reply 
was given that it was impossible, though there was no 
marching to be done, and the only question was that of the 
transportation of the men. 

The 22d New York made an innovation this year that is to 
be commended to the National Guard everywhere. When 
it was ordered into camp at Peekskill it marched tne whole 
distance to and from the grounds with its own supply trains. 
Lieut. Hamilton gives it this praise: ** When all the circum- 
stances of this march are known it cannot be too highly 
commended. It isan example to be followed by all the Na- 
tioval Guard, which will benefit it to a greater extent than 
years of drill and camp.”

TARGET PRACTICE IN ILLINOIS. 


THE rifle rarge at Creedmoor is so well known to the Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteer militia, also to the National Guards- 
men of New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, that it is 
difficult for representatives of those States to understand 
how little, how very little, the National Guardsmen of Lili- 
nois know about the practical use of the rifle. 

To partial illustration of this indifference and ignorance, 
please refer to the biennial report of the Adjutant.General 
of Illinois, 1885-6. On page 102, note consolidated returns of 
rifle Sass ae lst Brigade, I. N. G., for the )ear ending

The ist Brigade, Tilinois National Guard, centres in Chi- 

fafe. two of the three regiments constituting that brigade 

bg made up of Chicago troops exclusively. At the date 
qaoted, 689 members of the Ist Brigade ure officially shown 
to have had no rifle practice within the year. 

In other words, at the time that the Ist and 2d Regiments 
of Infantry, Illinois National Guard, were turned out one 
year ago to protect the stockyards, packing -houses, ete., on 
the southern edge of the city, more than one-half of the bri- 

de, under Brig..Gen. Chas. Fitzsimons, were as un- 
acquainted with the range, accuracy, etc., of their Spring- 
field rifles as if armed with gas-pipes. 

Yet Congress, the State, the city and corporations, firms 
and individuals had contributed liberally in order to have an 
efficient militia competent to pertorm the duties of a soldier. 

It is a source of pride that the strikes were quelled and the 
laws waintained without the firing of a shot; but what if it 
had necessary to shoot? 

During the past twelve months an officer of the Regular 
Army residing bere, bas drilled, lectured, lampooned and 
scolded, degree of success attendant upon his efforts 
cannot well be stated, but, at date. no such practical ignor- 
ance exists. The Ist Brigade, [. N. G.. has not pow on its 
rolis many men who have not fired their rifles at some kind 
ofa ta . But exhibition drills are more popes than rifle 
competitions. The International Military Encampment was 
not without a good influence. How much of a showing in 
the rifle competitions of the Encampment did the Ist i- 
gade make? Not a man en’ered for competition ! The most 
creditable portion of the programme of the International 
Military Encampment was the rifle programme. The com- 


petitions were carried out to the letter. The contests were 
ehuraeterized by enthusiasm ; intense desire to excel and 
emulate and were not marred by a single accusation of un- 
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to enter into the rifle competition: the only Illinois compe- 


titors were those who entered into competitions where their 
rifles were uzed for display purposes. The fact carriesits 
own commentary. ;

MASSACHUSETTS ARTILLERY. 


For the Jast 20 years Massachusetts bas supported three or 
more light batteries of artillery. These have been drilled ia 
the tactics found in the manual and have become more or 
less efficient in the various movements there laid down. 

But what is the primary object of light artillery ? 

Is it not to be effective in hitting an advancing foe or an 
opposing battery ? 

As with infantry, the object is to inflict the greatest possi- 
ble injury to the opposing force in the shortest ble time. 

Within the last eight years rifle practice has nm encour- 
aged so su ully that now one-third of the Massachu- 
setts infantry are marksmen. 

During this time the artillery has been sadly neglected, for 
not in 20 years have its guns fired a solid shot. 

The guns now in use have not even sights; many officers 
and cannoneers have never seen a solid shot or round of 
cannister, while fuse cu(ting is an unknown science. 

Skilful gunners cannot be made in a day, as practice alonc 
can make them accurate. 

Why shou/d not the artillery bave target practice as well 
as the infantry ? 

To accomplish this camp the three light batteries together 
pext summer spend every mornioy in target practice and 
every afternoon in field movements. 

Waste bo time on battalion movements and dress parades, 
and in one week the light artillery would be found 100 per 
cent. more efficient than ever before. «

In G. O. No, 23, Hartford, Oct. 28, Adjt.-Gen. Frederick E. 
Camp orders weekly evening dritls of each conipany and 
platoon ir their respective commands, to be resumed Nov. 
land continued until May 31, 1888. Not less than one drill 
each month will be devoted to guard duty by posting and 
relieving sentinels and espeeially instruction in the duties of 
sentinels on post, and at least one drill each month to skir- 
mish drill. Guard duty and skirmish drill showed marked 
improvement at the last encampment, and with careful at- 
tention to these matters during the drill season and study of 
the valuable manual, “Instructions in Guard Duty,” by Lt. 
Totten, U.S. A., a number of copies of which will be shortly 
issued to each company, still greater improvement should 
be shown at the next encampment. It is urgently recom- 
mended that schools for officers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers be established by regimental, company, and platoon 
commanders, to be held monthly or oftener, as a means not 
only ot giving instruction, but of awakening special inter- 
est in the National Guard. With the monthly report of drills 
in triplicate, commanding officers will hereafter forward a 
mouthly report of gain and loss on blank form, to be provi- 
ded. Company commanders are urged to give especial at- 
tention to recruiting during the winter, and to make care- 
ful inquiries concerring the character of all applicants. 
Hereatter recruits enlisted after Juue | of any year will not 
be borne upon the rolls for duty at the encampment of that 
year. ‘his provision will not apply to men enlisting after 
June 1, who have previously served a term of enlistment. 
It is impossible to impart intelligent instruction in camp 
duties to a recruit who is not familiar with the manual ot 
armsand the school of the soldier. Recruits, who are in- 
duced to enlist just previous to an encampment for the pur- 
pose of going there, are not likely to prove of permanent 
advantage to uny organization. 





DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA.

BEER AT A SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Gren. Patrick, Governor of the Soldiers’ Home. 
Dayton, Ohio, says of the effect of selling beer at 
that institution: ** The Mayor of Davton reports the 
arrest of 486 soldiers between July 12, 1885, and July 
1, 1886, while for the same length of time after the 
beer-hall was opened at the Home, July 12, 1886, to 


July 1, 1887, but 274 arrests of soldiers were made 1n 


Dayton. The surgeon of the institution reports that 
the small number treated for alcoholism this year— 
14, as compar: d with 38 im 1886, and 35in 1885—is to 
be credited to the less number of soldiers who are 
given to protracted debauches and bad liquor. 
Since the opening of the beer-hall, not one-fifth as 
many cases have beeu treated at the guard-house 
or hospital after spreeing this year as in former 
a. The discipline and good order of the Home 

as never been as good as now, nor bave ithe men 
been as contented, and more money is sent by pen- 
sioners and employees to their families than ever 
before. [ am happy to say that candid men and 
women of the most intense prohibition proclivities, 
who have been at the Soldiers’ Home making in- 
vestigation on the spot fairly, have decided that 
under the circumstances it is best to leave the Home 
authorities to the exercise of their own judgment in 
this matter. It is only theorists aud famatics at a 
distance who know notbing of the circumstances 
that keep up the ery: ‘ Down with the beer saloon 
at. soldiers’ homes.’ It is the opinion of every officer 
of the Home, whether probibitionist or otherwise, 
that under existing circumstances the beer-ball bas 
reduced vice, crime, debauchery, sickness, and the 
waste of money that should go to the families of 
soldiers. The average inmates of the Home at pres- 
eut is 4,284. The average present and absent is 5,176. 
The whole number cared for is 6,022 during the year.”’
